DISCOVERS NEW SCHEME WHICH 
‘WILL HURT HARBOR. 


— 
Senator Has introduced 
Bill to Lease Tide Fiats to Private 
Parties for Oyster Beds—Chamber 
of Commerce Passes Resolution of 
Protest. 


WILMINGTON, Feb. 1.—The people 
here have just discovered a new 
scheme on the legislation to block har- 
bor kmprovemert. This is the bill in- 
troduced by Senator Wright of San 
Diego, to lease the tide flats to pri- 
vate parties for oyster beds, on the 
presumption that the State owns them. 
A meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce was called Saturday night and 
a strong resolution passed protesting 
against this on the ground that the 
experiment had been tried in former 
years and was a failure. A protest 
was also entered against Assembly 
Bill No. 406, introduced by Mr. John- 
zon of Sacramento, relating to the 
sale of the parts of beds of navigable 
streams, which have been abandoned 
for navigable purposes under the plan 
adopted by the War Department, and 
which might be construed as covering 
certain of the tide * in the bay 
claimed by the cities of Long Beach 
and Wilmington. 

The reason — tor the protest 
is that these portions of tide land 
would include the thirty-seven acres 
submerged area of that rt of the 
navigable channel, which Imington 
proposes to improve and for which she 
has voted and sold $100,000 in bonds. 
It is claimed that this action would 
retard the development of the inner 
harbor and would annul this project 
of the city to establish a public munic- 
ipally-owned and controlled harbor 
and docks.
